Up to the present time, however, 
the match itself has Leen at faule. 
It an ordinary match is lighted and 
allowed to burn from one end to the 
other, the flame then extinguished, 
it will be observed that the burned 
portion remains a live coal for al- 
Most a minute after the fame is out. 
The EB. UW. Eddy Company are under- 
taking tocorreet this fanlt by im- 
pregnating their matches so ‘that 
when the fame isout the match is 
dead. Someof their matches are 
now treated in this way and it is the 
intedtion to have all their matches 
impregnated: as soon as machinery 
can ve installed for the purpose.

Surviving Members of a Russian Ex- 
pedition Have Just Returned

A press dispatch has reported the 
arrival at Archangel of the surviving 
members of the expedition which left 
Russia in the autumn of 1912, under 
Captain ‘Sedov, in the hope of reach- 
ing the North Pole by way of Franz

French Frontier 
Been Ravaged 


Fields and Orchards Devastated and 
Families Ruined in Process of 
War 


A picture of the conditions in 
France in a section where much fight- 
ing has been going on, and an idea of 
what the people of such sections have 
to face, is gained from a letter telling 
of the experience of a French family 
of the name of DVelalle, in the town of 
Arracourt, in the department of 
Meurthe and Mosselle, on the frontier. 
A literal translation of parts of a let- 
ter of Mrs. Delalle to former friends 
in New York follows: 

“After more than two months of suf- 
fering I have just left Arracourt, 
where, since six weeks, there has been 
no more bread, I have been on a con- 
tinual exodus, for there was no more 
room, also, at Luneville or Nancy for 
Me with my family. 

“So I had to come to Paris, whith- 
er the journey took twenty-two hours, 
instead of five hours. Happily, though 
over 75 years of age, I am very 
strong. 

“One cannot picture this war, whici 
is more of a massacre. They are 
savages come back from primitive 
times; and yet did these do as muca 
harm as the present? After having pil- 
laged everywhere and robbed every- 
thisig,; they kill,-wichout causes -p 
ful inhabitants, set fire to the houses, 
and cast their victims, only half dead, 
therein. 

“In the morning we are Germans; at 
night, French for we cannot withstand 


whe the attacks from ihe woods, to the left 


and right of us. We must wait for 


the advance of the northern army—a 


question of strategy. 

“No one can imagine this war. One 
must be there. And 
France must be suffering still more. 

“All the farms and villages around 
us are burned. Tuere are here already 
four houses gone, and people leave, 


taking nothing, having neither horses 
nor waggons, all confiscatel by the 
enemy; tools stolen, fruit and shade- 


trees on our beautiful grounds and 
roads, all gone. 


“There has been nu harvest. Judge 


then, in what misery the frontier will 
find itself. Next year will be worse, 
as we are unable to sow. 

“Our family has been badly etricken 


—three hostages, three wounded, one 


prisoner, and francs, 60,000 in losses, 


which in the country is a big item. And 
to begin life again, at sixty years of 
age, to build up che house: when there 


is nothing left, is too much for my 
brother-in-law and his femi.y. 


“The houses, on account of bombard- 


mett, are half demolished. I have left 
mine in the hands of a neighbor, in 
whom I have every confidence. But, 


if it burns, nothing, absolutely noth- 


ing left.”—New York Evening Post. 


Allies’ Immense Reserve 


Several New Armies of French and 
British Soldiers Soon at the 
Front 

It has been estimated that the 
French forces mobilized up ‘o the mid- 
dle of September numbered about 2,- 
000,000. France’s losses so far must 
be well over 600,000, so that the rein- 
forcement received since the middle of 
September could do little more than 
fill up the gaps. But it must be re- 
membered that France's conscription 
system is much more inclusive than 
Germany's ever was and that France 
had at the outbreak of the war near- 
ly 5,000,000 trained men to call to tne 
colors, The supply of men far exceed- 
ed the supply. of materials, nd the 
French government’s chief problem 
so far has been to make good defic- 
iencieg in equipment. i 
There ig nothing improbable in the

The Warspite will carry ten 15.5 
inch guns. What this means can be 
realized when it is remembered that 
the latest American battleships carry 
only 14-inch guns. Even more im- 
portant is the wonderful turret ar 
rangement, The turrets rise above 
each other like boxes in a grandstand, 
So that it is possible to fire all of her 
15.5 guns from her bow. This is an 
achievement, of which naval con- 
struction would have despaired only 
yesterday. 

More wonderful still, this monster 
floating fort is not unable to pursue 
swift cruisers. She makes twenty- 
six knots, a speed greater than the 
fastest transAtlantic liner. Her bow 


by means of a triple coating of ar- 
wor below the water line, An ex- 
cernal explosion can damage, but not 
sink her. Of course she is oil driven. 
Her cost will be about $16,000,000. 

There are six such ships building, 
which are expected to shake out their 
colors within six months. Construc- 
tion is so perfectly organized that 
they can be built in eighteen months, 
from the time they were gtarted, it is 
estimated. 

I am unable to learn whether all, 
or only one of the new battleships 
will be able to fire all ten of its 
large guns from the bow. I am in- 
formed, however, that besides these 
six new battleships, the Devonport 
and Portsmouth dockyards alone are 
to produce eight  battle-cruiserg by 
next spring or early summer. 

At Devonport 9,000 men are em- 
ployed, with about 5,000 soldiers and 
marines always on guard. 

Winston Churchill, First Lord of 
the Admiralty, recently stated in the 
house af commons that Great Britain 
could lose q super-Dreadnought every 
month without diminishing her rela- 
tive superiority over the German navy, 
even tough the Germans kept all 
their ships intact. From what I 
learn, this was no idle boast.

Promised Egypt 


Told That India and Moslem Countries 
Groan Under Christian Rule 

In a long dispatch to Sir. Edward 
Grey, Sir Louis Mallet, the British am- 
bassador, describes events at Constan- 
inople which culminated in Turkey’s 
rupture with the Allies: 

Sir Louis tells how, despite all his 
warnings, the Grand Vizier main- 
tained confidence in his ability to 
prevent Turkey from being involvea 
in the conflict, but how eventually 
the influence of the war party prov- 
ed too strong for him. 

In pursuance of « long pr-pared 
policy,” he says, ‘‘the greatest pres- 
sure was exercised by Germany to 
force Turkey into hostilities. 

“German success in the European 
war was said to be assured. The 
perpetual menace to Turkey from 
Russia might, it ‘was tuggested, be 
averted by a timely 
Germany and Austria. Egypt mignt 
be recovered, for the empiz. of India 
‘ other. Maslem countries. were. re- 
presenting as groaning under Christ- 
ian rule and might be kindled into a 
flame of infinite possibilit;; for the 
Caliphate of Constantinople, 

“Turkey would emerge from war 
the one great power of the east, even 
is Germany would be the one great 
power of the west. 

“Inver Pasha, dominated by a 
uasi-Napoleonic ideal, by pol:iicul 
Slavism and by the conviction of the 
superiority of German arms, was 
from the first a strong partisan of 
the German alliancs. 

“At what moment, Talaat Bey, the 
most powerful civilian in the cabinet 
and most coaspicuous of the com- 
mittee leaders, finally threw in nis 
lot with the war party, cannot be 
ascertained precisely.” 

Sir Louis proceeds to recount the 
steps which the war party, with Ger- 
man help and unchecked by the cab- 
inet, took to complete plans for mili- 
tary operations until the runture was 
nnally precipitated by the incursion 
of the Bedouins in to the Sinai Pen- 
insula and tho bombardment of Rus- 
sian ports in the Black Sea. 

“The war party sealed their rego- 
lution to go forward,” he concludes, 
“by publishing a communique, in 
whicb it was stated that the first 
acts of hostility in the Black Sea had 
come from the Russian side. 

Untrue and grotesque as it was 
this invention succeeded in deceiving 
many of the public. It is not possible 
to establish by proof which of the min- 
isters had pre-knowledge of the Ger- 
man admiral’s coupe, but it may be re- 
garded as certain that Enver Pasha 
was aware of it, and it is highly prob- 
able that Talaat Bey was also an ac- 
complice.” 


The Certain End 

Germany is doomed to sure defeat. 
Bankrupt in gtatesmanship,  over- 
matched in arms, under the woral con- 
demnation of the civilized world, be- 
friended only by the Austria and the 
Turk, two backward looking and dyiug 
nations, desperately battling aainst 
the hosts of three great powers to 
which help and reinforcements from 
states now neutral will certainly come 
should the decision be long deferred, 
she pours out the blood of her heroic 
subjects and wastes ner diminishing 
substance in a hopeless. struggle that 
postpones. but cannot alter the fatal 
decree. The world cannot, will not, 
‘et Germany win in this wa.. With hcr 
dominating all Europe, peac. and se- 
curity would vanish from the earth.— 
New York Times.

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Parisian Boy 
Saves Soldiers 


He Hurries Them to Garret, Skirm 
ishes for Food and Manages te 
Hide Them For Days 

How a school boy of Paris, sixteen 
years old, who was spendin; his vaca- 
tion with his aunt at Roye, saved ten 
Engiishmen, escaped prisoners, and 
hid them for days in a garret while 
the Germans were in possession of the 
town, is told in a letter published ia 
the Figaro, written by a French sold- 


ier. 

According to the letter, nine Engtish 
soldiers, with an Ouicer, who had suc- 
ceeded in escaping from the Germans, 
arrived at Roye the day before the 
Germans occupied the place, and, tired 
out, managed to drag themselves to 
the house where the boy and his aunt 
were stopping. They were received 
with open arms, but had hardly install- 
ed themselves before the German ad- 
vance guard came pouring into the 
town. The boy hurried the English- 
men into\ the garret. There they hud- 
dled .w —a German officer was 
knocking at the door. The officer, weli 
informed through spies of the re 
sources of the town, insisted on quar- 
tering in a disused chapel np tae pro- 
perty twenty men. a 

In the house at the time besides the 
boy and his aunt werg wonien refugees 
who took shclter t ere. The party in 
all numbered sixteen. The Jad tried 
to make himself as useful as possible 
to the Germans, in order to keep in 
their good graces, and succeeded in 
gaining their confidence. The great 
trouble was food. The German bid 
placed the entire place on rations, 200 
stams of bread a person a day. With 

‘sixteen rations of bread they were 
forced to sustain twenty-six. However, 
the boy managed to forage about and 
obtain at least sufficient foo. to sacis- 
fy the cravings of hunger. 

Atter five days of incarceration up» 
in the garret the British soldiers, a2 
prived of air and light, became dzs- 
perate. Under the surveillance exist- 
ing for the Englishmen to come out it 
meant death for them and for the 
family. So the boy obtained women's: 
dresses and each d2y managed to take 
two of the Engligamen ont in the 
garden for a breath of air. “What 
luck,” he said, “that I hed no mous 
tache, and that the English are ac- 
customed to shaving!” The German 
soldiers pald no attention to the sup 
posed women, 

But the Englishmen beenme more 
and more restless, so one morning at 
two o’clock they slipped out under the 
guidance of the boy. Gliding along the 
streets, wriggling through ditches, 
hiding under cover of walls, they «ur- 
rived almost et the gates ci the town 
when a sentirel disecvered them and 
fired his plece.

Red Cross Work 


‘Toronto, Feb, 18.—The largest con- 
slenment of supplies that has left this 
city since the outbreak of the war was 
shippe&t from the headquarters of the 
Canadiah Red Cross Society on Friday, 

‘ebruary 5th, to Halifax en route to E ng- 
land wherethey will be distributed by 
the Red Cross officials. The total num- 
ber of cases that went from the office 
amounted to five hundred. 

Two weeks ago another consignment, 
amounting to 445 cases, was shipped 
from headquarters and 42 cases are now 
on the way from the provincial head- 
quarters of Alberta in Calgary. When 
this latter shipment has been sent away 
the grand total of cases sent to the offices 
of the Society in London will reach 987, 
since the beginning ot the year. 

This is a splendid reeord and shows 


clearly that the people of Canada are 
continuing to support the society ina 
generous manner. The Province of Al- 
berta is doing a noble work as will be 
seen from the fact that one shipment 
alone amounted to over forty cases, no 
; small amount from the youngest province 
in the Dominion. 

Although one thousand cases sounds a 
very large number the needs of the 
wounded soldiers are so great that it will 
be impossible almost to send sufficient to 
8 pp'y the demand. That is why the 
work has to be carried on without ceas- 
ing and with even greater energy. It is 
© source of satisfaction to thesociety that 
the supplies are coming in, in so splendid 
a manner, for thus it will be possible to 
send 2 continuous stream of goods to the 
soldiers. 

Through the Canadian Red Cross So- 
ciety the wotnded soldiers are being 
provided with every .comfort and assist- 
ance from the time that they ate carried 
away from the trenches to the moment 
they enter the» hospitals: Directly they 
are taken from the trenches or from any 
sere of thé field of battle where they have 

n wounded” they fre carried by the 
ambulance to the nearest base. hospital 
where Ufeir sounds ‘are immediately at- 
tended to. In many cases, more espec- 
ially during the past few weeks, the men 
have beey wounded while fighting in 
mud-filled renches,;and dry cloths are 
needed direetly they leave the trenches. 
These are supplied by the .Red Cross 
workers, 

While the Red Cross looks after the 
wounded soldiers and thoseincapacitated 
through sickness the men who are well 
are looked after by the national Commit: 
tee of Women for Patriotic Services of 
which Mrs. Plumptre, of Toronto, is 
j Secretary.

British Navy Has Floating Shipbulld- 
* 1 ing Plant 

Every /British warship carries a 
large force cf blacksmiths and o.her 
mechanics, a8 wei as a completely 
fitted forge and machine shop. 

Quite apart from her actual driving 
machinery, a battleship has an elec- 
tric lignting system sufficient for a 
town or ten thousand people; she has 
wonoerful hydraulic engines for mov- 
ing her. ponucrous gun currets; she 
has other: for lifting abroad her great 
Jauncné’s and gteam p.cket boats; her 
steering is done br machinery, and 
she a!so has elaborate appuraius for 
distitiing sea water. 

Any one of these May go wrong at 
any moment, but, unless :he break- 
down is very'serious, the repairs are 
done aboard by ser own artificers 
and electricians. 

Isven quite serious damage {ts tem- 
porarily patched up, so that the ves- 
pei remains seaworthy, 

There was a case in point when the 
Yood Hope bumped on the rocks -n 
Plymouth Sound as she was g0iag 
out to imporrant manouevres. Her 
keel plates and ribs were driven in a 
foot in haif a dozen places, and the 
sea spurted into her. 


Yet her own people tackled the 
damage, and by the use of collision- 
mats and temporary pitches she was 
able to continue and go (through ner 
manoeuvres before being docked.

The Vulcan is known as 4 torpedo- 
store cruiser, and is in some ways the 


most remarkable vessel afloat. She s 
a good'sized craft of about seven 
thousand tons, and can steam eigh-, 


teen knots, and cruise ior 10,000 miles 
without rcoaling. 

The firs. thing you notice about 
the Vulcan are the two enormous 
craLes, or derricks, which rise amud- 
ships.’ «hese are worked hydraulic- 
ally and are so powerful that they 
can lift a scventy ton vessel out of! 
the water on to the deck within thirty 
seconds. These derricks are fastened 
into the very keel of the ship, and| 
when at work cause but a compara- | 
tively slight fist. 

On her deck she carries. big 
launches which ca: be used | for| 
sweeping for mines, while down below 
she may hold as mary as a hundred 
torpedoes, as well as vast stores of 
mines. 

The Cyclops which is newer than | 
the Vulcan, is a converted liner, of | 
«bout eleven thousand tons. | | 

The lathes, punching and “drilling! 
machines are on the upper deck. Be- 
low she hes 2 smithy with six forges, 
a plate furnace, and qa steam hammer. 
But what her people are most proud 
of is a regular foundry, equipped to 
make heavy castings. Thi: is quite 
unique. No other ship in the wor'd 
{s similarly fitted. 

Besides all these she has a copper- 
smiths’ shop for doing boiler repairs, 
and a perfect carpenters’ shop. There 
are also painters’ and plumbers’ 
shops, with all modsrn appliances, 
ani an electricians’ shop, where 
dynamos, armatures, and ail the sp- 
paratus of searchlights can be re- 
paired. 

She is a real floating dockyard, 
and her crew of highly trained mech- | 
anics and artificers declare that! 
they can not only repair any warship, 
but—if necessary—build one!

Oa July 7, in the prefectorial city 
of Lluchowfu, in the’ province of 
Kwangsi, South China, three men, ac-

Sold- 
jiers were sent fror. house to house 
anc arrested as many men as they 
could find, and then set fire to the 
village. The prisoners were. brought 
to the city for punishment, and nine 
of them were led outside the city wall 
and shot on the execution ground. 

That this is an isolated case of 
cruelty we are glad to believe, for if 
in the name of law the Chinese of- 
ficials are going to resort to the bar- 
barities practised in the Middle Ag2s 
it -7ill bring the. name of the new 
republic into disgrace and put far dis- 
tant the day, when claim can be made 
to civilization.

seen by the enemy, but in others 
the waggons may have to reach the 
trenches by way of open and difficult 
ground, over which headway can be} 
made but slowly. Many a driver has 
perished, many a baggage waggon

Nothing but the Fingers Are Ueed to 
Play the Ancient and Honorable 
Game of “Morra” 

We are apt to look on marbles as 
the most economical of games, says 
a writer in the Strand Magazine, but 
“morra,” is perhaps the most econom- 
ical game in the world, for it demands 
nothing but a pair of hands. 

The players each throw out the 
right hand, with a number of fingers 
extended. Then each has to call 
“five,” “three,” “eight,” or any num- 
ber that he considers equal td the 
number of fingers extended by himself 
and his opponent added together. In 
this lies the test, for an old hand can 
divine by the very turn of his oppon- 
ent’s fingers how many he is going to 
extend. Whenever a player guesses 
the right total in any throw he counts 
it on his left hand by folding in a 
finger of that hand. It takes nine 
such correct guesses by one player 
to make a game,

Brunei A Strange City 


Once Was Rendezvous of Borneo Pi- 
rates, but Now is Trading Centre 
: For Islanders 


Brunei, Borneo, is one of the stratig- 
est cities in the world, says a writer in 
the Wide World Magazine. Once the 
headquarters of the Borneo pirates, it 
is a kind of Hastern Vénice, being 
built ehtirely over the water. This 
remarkable city is the capital of the 
State of Brunei, Borneo. All the 
houses aer built over the River Lim- 
bang, constructed on slender piles 
made from the Nibong palm, a wood 
that resists the action of water for 
many years. 

The inhabitants of Brunei are Mal- 
ays, Kadayans, Orang-Buskits and a 
few Muruts. They earn their living 
mostly by trading with other tribes 
in the interior of Sarawak and British 
North Borneo. Some of them are very 
skilful brass workers, and the Brunei 
women make begutiful cloth, inter- 
woven.and embroidered with gold 
thread. Sago is grown in the valleys 
near by, and a small quantity of rice 
is also raised. In the early part of 
the nineteenth century Brunei was the 
rendezvous of the dread Borneo pir- 
ates and a market for the, slave 
trade.

Of course, if a “coal box” hits us it 
would kill us or bury us, but to do 
that they would have to get a direct 
hit, and it is a 100 to 1 chance that 
they can't do that.
